What a day. First of all, let me sincerely apologize for all the 
inconvenience that I caused today. It was unintentional, but still my 
fault--it came from my machine. It all started when I sent an e-mail to a 
friend here in town. He sent me a reply asking what that strange attachment 
was. As I had sent NO attachment, I asked what he was talking about. We 
sent several e-mails back and forth with no more unintentional attachments 
I then ran McAfee antivirus in the most thorough mode that I could figure 
out. It found no viri. That should have done it because my McAfee was 
current, or was it? I then sent out the posts that had the virus attached. 
I did not attach it. In fact it apparently strips the original message and 
attaches itself randomly. The first I knew of the problem was when the 


hundreds of replies started pouring in. 


Two good things came out of all of this. One is that this 
particular virus is extremely easy to find and even easier to get rid of. 
It only took less than one minute in DOS to clear it out. How it got there 
in the first place, I do not know. Second, I found that the McAfee 
anti-virus that is built-into Windows 95 Plus does not automatically update 
with the automatic system update feature as I had been let to believe. If 
you do not have the February McAfee update, you do not have protection from 
this virus, and perhaps many others. Do not be led down the prim rose path, 
as I was, by thinking that a weekly system update will update the anti-virus 
files. 


I would like to thank all you for your understanding and support in 
this matter. All but two of the 300+ replies I received were supportive. 
Most offered suggestions for clearing the problem. Several even sent new 
virus updates and HTML address to find other anti-virus programs.

I personally feel that the HRO-500 is one of the great receivers. It is the 
only solid state receiver that National built for amateur use and the last of 
the National line. Without a long diatribe on its features, I compare it 
favorably with the 75A4. The HRO-500 has a better noise figure and the A4 a 
better notch for the passband and a noise limiter. The HRO has no noise 
filter. Both have excellent Freq readouts, The A4 a large ruler dial and small 
very readable 1KC readout dial. The HRO utilizes a large heavy aluminum dial 


knob which, along with a bottom of band edge window, reads directly in 1 KC 
increments. 

The greatest flaw in the HRO is that it was built as National was sinking 
and, although admittedly newly available for use at the time, they never 
incorporated the FET in its design. 

I would readily pay $400 for a good working HRO-500 and go $500 for an 
exceptionally clean working model. Add $100 to either for the low frequency 
adapter.

I have seen a couple of notes on the need for bandswitch belts for the 
Hallicrafters FPM-300. 

There are replacement belts available from a couple of sources, usually thru 
a local bearing house or machinery products outlet. I ordered about 20 of 
them a couple of years ago and mailed them out to several people. 


It really should not be necessary to resort drilling holes in the front 
panel to extend the bandswitch or to using starwashers and vaccuum cleaner 
belts. If the two nylon cog wheels are present, a replacement cogbelt can 
be had very reasonably. The new belts are fiberglass and neoprene and will 
last much longer than the old latex belts. 


I do remember that there is a Gates belt that will work, but it is a little 
bit short and tends to put things in a bind. 
I found a belt that was a couple of teeth longer that worked nicely. 


Since there is a need, and these things are cheaper by the dozen, I will dig 
out my documentation and find the right belt number and put in an order. 
Please let me know if you need a belt or two so that I can figure out how 
many to order.

Grid Dips: They are a pretty universal tool, uses limited only by the 

limits of your imagination. I'm not familiar with this Heath model, 

but have a Millen, a Megacycle Meter, and an Eico, plus a B&W dip 

motoring its way here even as I write. 


Principles of operation: Every dip I have seen is dirt simple. A 
Colpitts oscillator, with the coil (plug-in) outside, where it can 
radiate energy, and a suitable meter in the oscillator grid circuit. 
When the coil is coupled to a tuned circuit tuned to the same 
frequency, the grid current goes down. A good dip does not have false 
dips in its oscillation curve. That is, plug the coil in, and walk 
the frequency from end-to-end. The grid current will go up or down, 
but there should be no sharp jumps as you tune the instrument. 


Frequency calibration: This is generally unadjustable, except for 
bending capacitor end plates in or out to get "best fit" with the 
dial. The fancier Millen (90661) and Megacycle Meter were 
hand-calibrated in manufacture (fiduciary marks inked in by a tech at 
actual frequencies), and the cheaper Millen (same dip, only with a 
preprinted dial) was tested to fairly narrow tolerance limits (and 
coils selected when needed). When I worked for Millen, I did a few 
hundred of these in final test. 95% of them fell right in, and we 
kept boxes of "high" and "low" coils for those that needed them. 
Check your calibration against a BC-221, counter, or your favorite 
"traceable to NIST" frequency source (traceable because you just 
checked it against WWV). 


Get familiar with your dip by using it on some known tuned circuits. 
The front end coils of a receiver are good for this. Stick the dip 
coil into the receiver front end coil with the receiver powered off, 
and tune for dip. Once you have found the dip, pull the grid dip coil 
away from the tuned circuit, because with tight coupling to a high-Q 
circuit, you will get oscillator pulling in the grid dip, and the 
actual center of the dip is hard to find. If you can't get the coil 
into the circuit under test, you can wind a few turns of wire around 
the dip coil, and, at the other end, a few turns around the circuit 
you want to test (two loops in series, for an untuned link). 


Keep in mind that you've got an oscillator that is radiating out of a 
coil. That makes your dip a good signal generator for quick 'n dirty 
work. 


Once you're familiar with your dip, you can get some good indications 
of circuit Q in the circuit under test. Big sharp dip equals lots of 
Q. Also, you can estimate the half-power points on the dip and get 

a quick figure that way. 


The wavemeter function on grid dips is something of an afterthought. 
Purpose-built wavemeters are generally much more sensitive. How a 
tube dip works as a wavemeter is simple: switch off the oscillator 
plate voltage, and with the tube warmed up, grid rectification 
provides the power for the meter. They'll generally give you good 
indications of things like transmitter harmonics. Parasitics are a 
little more difficult, because you have to have some idea of what 
frequencies to sniff. However, if you can find the parasitic, you can 
then switch the offending circuit off, turn on the dip plate voltage, 
and sniff with the dip at the same frequency. Works particularly well 
if the parasitic is caused by a sneak LC combination in the wiring 
harness or the grounding busses, a self-resonant RF choke, etc. If 
you plug in headphones, you've got a jim-dandy little heterodyne meter 
that is quite sensitive. 


The Megacycle Meter type of design, where the oscillator and coil are 
on a wand separate from the power supply, is particularly handy 
because you can really get that coil sniffing down deep inside things. 
Both the Megacycle Meter and Millen dips are superb in their lack of 
false dips, and if you examine one, you'll see why: the whole design 
is one big ground plane with the tuned circuit (except the coil) all 
inside and tied tightly to that ground plane. 


Probably the best way to get smart about grid dips is to play with it 
for a while on known things before trying to use it to figure 
something out.
